Should Have Closed 


The 
Chicago, 
Wilmington & 


Franklin Coal Company, operator 


^of the mine, should have closed 
*&3ft those areas affected until gas 


was cleared out, Lewis said. 


In Chicago, George B. Barring- 


ton, president of the company said 
he hadn't had time to fully study 
any of the reports and didn't want 
to enter a controversy with Lewis. 


"The blast was a horrible thing," 


Harrington said. 
"The company 


has just as big a. heart as the 
miners, and we feel just as bad as 


—they do." 
* The federal bureau's report, is- 


sued in Washington by Secretary 
ot the Interior Oscar Chapman 
who also visited the disaster site, 
said present evidence shows that 
electrical equipment ignited me- 
thane — a light, odorless gas pro- 
duced in mines by decomposition 
of organic matter — which in turn 
ignited clouds of coal dust.

Roy Groves, sr., one of 25 cer- 


tified examiners employed by the 
mine, also said rock-dusting prior 
to the explosion was not adequate. 
Rock dust, powdered limestone, is 
spread in mines to keep down 
coal dust, which is highly explo- 
sive when mixed with air. 


Warned of Danger 


Groves, an examiner at the mine 


for 22 years, said he warned fel- 


w low workmen the day of the blast 


that the mine wasn't safe. 


"On the morning of the day of 


the explosion, I told Bert Woods, 
a main line motorman, the way 
things are going there's going to 
bfc the worst explosion we've ever 
seen," Groves said. 


Groves said he complained of 


unsafe conditions to both Lewis 
and the company last spring and 
that the company heeded some — 
^' but not all — of his complaints. 
™ 
Of Groves' statement, the com- 


pany president said "I am com- 
pletely surprised. The mine has 
been complimented by inspectors 
on the condition of rock dusting." 


Voice Emotional 


During the first part of his 


press conference. L-wis was stor.y- 
faced and undramatic. As he went 
along, he became more expressive. 
His voice shook with emotion as 
he declared:

U N Makes 'Concessions' to Speed Truce 


Waive Demand 
For Air Check 
Of Red Fields 


Communists Agree 
To Account for 
50,000 'Missing' 


MUNSAN, Korea—(AP) — 


The United Nations negotia- 
tors made their "most impor- 
tant concession" today in a 
move to break the long Ko- 
rean truce talks deadlock. 
And the Communists agreed 
to divulge the fate of some 
50,000 unaccounted for war 
prisoners. 


The U. N. negotiators said 


they would abandon their de- 
mand for aerial reconnais- 
sance and negotiate the ques- 
tion of troop rotation if the 
Reds would accept without 
change a new compromise 
plan for policing a truce. 


Brig. Gen. William P. Nuckols, 


official U.N. spokesman, said the 
decision to withdraw the demand 
for aerial observation during an 
armistice was made "with the 
greatest reluctance." 


"This is, by far the most im- 


portant concession the U.N. com- 
mand has made," he said. 


Rear Adm. R. E. Libby said 


t h e 
Communists 
"grudgingly" 


agreed to supply information on 
all U.N. and South Korea soldiers 
they have captured. In return, the 
U.N. Allies will give the Reds 
further data on the list of Red 
prisoners given the Communists 
Dec. 18. 


The Communists indicated Sat- 


urday that many of the 50,000 
prisoners the U.N. says the Reds 
reported capturing but failed to 
list on their official prisoner ros- 
ter were released at the front and 
their names were not recorded. 
Most of the 50,000 were South 
Koreans. 


Libby said the U.N. is not too 


hopeful the Reds will supply much 
additional 
information "but at 


least we got our foot in the door." 


Nuckols told correspondents the 


U.N. command decided to take a 
"calculated risk" that ground in- 
spection would detect whether the 
Reds were building up military 
air bases in North Korea.

Four Airmen 
To Tell Story

ERDING, Germany—(AP) 


—F our 
American 
airmen 


gave U. S. intelligence offi- 
cers a full account today, of 
their 40 days in the hands of 
Communist Hungary. But 
their scheduled news confer- 
ence to tell the world about it 
was delayed until a Washing- 
tcfn state department official 
could arrive from Frankfurt. 


Col. Park Holland, Erding air 


base commander, announced that 
the public would have to wait a 
while for the story of how Rus- 
sian planes forced the fliers down 
and how they were tried and 
finally released yesterday after 
payment of $120.000 in fines. 


Hands Tied 


Col. Holland identified the "high 


state department official 
from 


Washington" as a Mr. Klaus, who 
he said had just landed at Rhine- 
Main airport at Frankfurt. 


"Our 
hands are tied until he 


gets here," the commander said, 
adding that Klaus was the only 
man with authority to authorize 
the news conference. Some 100 
reporters and photographers were 
scheduled to meet the fliers. 


Holland 
expressed 
confidence 


that airmen would be permitted 
to meet the press this evening. 


Interrogate Four 


The four were handed over to 


U. S. authorities at the Austro- 
Hungarian border last night at 
dusk and then flown to their 
home base here.

Worn-Out Soil 
Is Revived by 
New Chemical 


Science Finds 
Way to Change 
Soil Structure

PHILADELPHIA — (AP) 


—Worn-out land is changed 
into structurally virgin soil by 
a new chemical discovery an- 
nounced to the American As- 
sociation for the Advance- 
ment of Science today. 


It is a yellow, synthetic 


powder, w h i c h literally 
changes the soil itself. It is 
not a fertilizer, but crops 
grow from 20 to 100 per cent 
higher yields. 


It stops erosion, and promises 


cheaper road-building. 


This magic powder is made of 


the 
same 
stuff—acrilonitriles— 


which make the latest synthetic 
suits and dresses, the kind that 
won't wrinkle when wet. 


Attraction for Clay 


The powder has an electrical 


attraction for clay in the soil. This 
attraction 
produces 
chains of 


little particles, which roll up like 
tiny sponges and hold their form 
regardless of rain. Muck, hard- 
baked soil, sandy soil all take on 
the structure of rich loam. 


The increased production comes 


from a better soil, that holds much 
more water, more air, and is easy 
to cultivate. 


This powder 
does the same 


thing as -peat moss and composts. 
It is cheaper. Two pounds of 
powder does the soil work of 200 
pounds of peat moss or 500 pounds 
of commercial compost. 


Years of Study 


The synthetic was made by a 


team of Consanto Chemical Com- 
pany scientists, after 
years of 


study to solve a puzzle of an 
Indiana farm where one plot was 
much more fertile 
than 
others 


which had the same richness in 
fertilizers. Soil structure was the 
difference. 


On highways banks, levees, and 


newly made lawns 
the 
powder 


prevented almost all erosion and 
speeded the growth of grasses to 
form a permanent sod. 


On Sale in 1953 


Not all the potential uses have 


been tried. The synthetic will not 
be offered for sale 
until 1953.

nouncement said unix'ersities, fed- 
eral and state agencies and insti- 
tutions, totaling 80, are testing it. 


The powder is named Krihurn, 


rhyming with the wildflower tril- 
•lium. 


In announcing the discovery. Dr. 


C. A. Hochwalt, vice president of 
the Monsanto company, said the 
substance will not be available 
commercially until 1952. He esti- 
mated that 60 pounds of the pow- 
der, costing S120, would treat one 
acre and that its effect might 
last for vears.

Electricity 
Made From 
Atom Energy 


CHICAGO, 
(AP) — Electric 


power has been produced from 
atomic energy by U.S. Scie.ntists 
for the first time, th- Atomic 
Energy Commission said today. 


The power—more than 100 kilo- 


watts—was generated and used 
to operate pumps, reactor equip- 
ment, provide lights and electrical 
facilities at the national reactor 
testing station, Arco, Idaho. 


A trial run Dec. 21 and 22, 


produced the power, the AEC said. 


The heat energy generated was 


removed from the reactor by a 
liquid metal at a temperature 
high enough to generate steam to 
drivp a turbine, the AEC added. 


The tests were carried on an 


experimental basis, the AEC said, 
because the breeder reactor can 
never generate large amounts of 
elpctrical power. 


Cost was not an essential factor 


and it was emphasized that no 
comparison should be made of the 
cost of producing electric power 
from this reactor with power from 
conventional sources. 


The AEC said the experiment 


was not intended to show that 
electrical power can b*> economic- 
ally 
p i o c i u c e d 
from nuclear 


sources. But the technical infor- 
mation gained by the experiment 
may be useful in the design of 
future reactors aimed at generat- 
ing electricity at a competitive 
cost, the AEC said.

Charge Poor Operation 


According to Pawpaw area resi- 


dents the dissatisfaction arises 
from alleged poor o p e r a t i o n 
of th« district, loss of local gov- 
ernment of the schools, a plan to 
build two new centrally located 
high schools instead of using estab- 
lished Dchools, and a jump in th» 
tax rate with no improvement* to 
show for it. 


Taxes in 1949, for unit 271 w«r« 


.971 cents on each $100 evaluation. 
In 1950, the taxes jumped to 
$1.0543 for each $100 evaluation. 
In each of the 17 con-.mon unit* 
before the district was organized 
taxes were levied to run. each indi- 
vidual^ school.

Resilient floors such as asphalt 


tile, rubber tile and cork tile will 
last the life of the house and retain 
their original beauty for years if 
properly cared for. 


For best appearance and pro- 


tection, use the cleaning, sleep- 
ing and waxing products specially 
developed for these floors. Floor- 
ing stores can advise what prod- 
uct to buy and how to use it on a 
given floor. 


For cleaning asphalt tile, they 


suggest a neutial soap, free of 
lye. soda ash or other injurious 
chemicals. Preferred is a product 
with a high percentage of pure 
cocoar.ut oil soap. Never use gaso- 
line, turpentine, benzine or other 
mineral spirits. 


Rub Lightly 


To remove scuff marks, rub 


lightly with a dam cloth sprinkled 
with 
kitchen scouring powder; 


then rinse with clear water. How- 
ever, do not make a practice of 
using soap powders or scouring 
powders. 


After cleaning, apply one or two 


coats of water-emulsion wax. Wax- 
es containing mineral spirit sol- 
vents are to be avoided on these 
floors. Also avoid varnish, shellac 
or plastic sealers. For a high gloss, 
buff, the wax when dry. 


If a sweeping compound is neces- 


sary to hold down dust, use a wax- 
base rather than an oil base prod- 
uct. 


Rubber and Cork Tile 


Rubber tile is similarly main- 


tained. Rubber floors should not 
be washed or waxed for 4S hours 
after installation. 


Use a neutral-soap cleaner, dilut- 


ing one part cleaner with 10 parts 
warm water. After washing, rinse 
with clear water and dry with a 
clean mop. Wax as described above 
for asphalt tile. 


These are the maintenance me- 


thods recommended by the makers 
of asphalt tile and rubber tile. For 
cork tlie floors, they suggest a 
slightly different treatment. 


To clean this material, mop a 


small section of the floor with a 
neutral-soap 
solution in 
warm 


water. Rinse the mop in a second 
pail of clear water and wipe that 
section clean before beginning on 
'the next. Avoid flooding the floor, 
and do not use strong caustic or 
.-alkaline soaps. 


After the floor is thoroughly 


clean and dry, apply a thin coat 
of special cork tile floor wax and 
let it dry for 15 to 30 minutes. 
Then polish with a weighted brush 
Or a polishing machine.

How to Install 


First step is to determine the 


square footage of the room by 
measuring length and width. With 
this information the dealer can de- 
< 


termine how many tiles are need,, 
ed. 


To install, first lay a row of 


loose tiles across the room. This 
will show how much space to di- 
vide to get equal-width borders on 
each side. 


Then snap a chalk-line along the 


longest wall at the exact width of . 
the border. Fit the border tiles to 
this line. 


With the room squared off and 


the width of two of the remainmf- 
three borders determined by fol- 
lowing the simple instructions, ce- 
menting of the borders and field 
tile can begin. 


To cement down the field tile 


after 3 borders are in place, start 
in one corner of the room- and lay . 
3 or 4 rows across the room at a 
time. 


When the field tile is laid to 


within four or five feet of the far 
end of the room, lay a row of loos* 
tile from each end of the field tifi*" 
to the wall and establish the 
fourth border line. Then fit and 
cement this border and fill in rest 
of field. 


How to Cement 


In spreading adhesive, use a 


notched trowel or a spreader with 
notches 3/32 inch deep, 3/32 inch 
wide and one-eighth inch apart. , 
Spread six to eight feet at a time, 
then set tile immediately. One ga!^ 
Ion of adhesive should cover 90 rs 
100 square feet of floor space. 


Tile should be placed in such a 


way that the marbleized veins in 
each tile run in the opposite di- 
rection from the veins in its neigh- ^ 
boung 
tiles. 
This 
produces a' 


pleasing mottled effect. 


Roll each row course as it is 


completed, then roll the 
entire 


floor when finished. 


Excess adhesive can be removt} ^ 


from the tile surface with a moist 
cloth if the adhesive is still wet. 
If dry. an alcohol-moistened cloth 
should be used. 


A rubber tile floor should not be

Remarks on Other New Deal Get Togethers

PARIS — General Charles de Gaulle, a great hero of thf> second 


war and the leader of a political party which has a large block of 
votes in Parliament, held a conference de presse the other afternoon 
in an enormous ballroom in a rather dismal old hotel connected with 
the railroad station across the river from the Tuillenes. There were, 


by my estimate, more than 200 in the room, which 
was testoonpd with er>orm<iti<; rhandpli»ns with a 
dais two steps up at one end where De Gaulle took 
his seat at a table with three mikes, with a gold 
velvet drap« behind him. Theie were about half f 
dozen women. One, a plump lady with sallow com- 
plexion and graying black hair, wore on her lapel 
three ribbons of decorations or campaign medals. 
Many of the men wore one or more ribbons, too. 


A few minutes before the show began a very 


black lady came in and sat down in a small sec- 
tion which seemed to be reserved for De Gaulle's 


vMh^u ^viTi?' personal and political devotees. 
She sat a little 


apart from a group of men in the first and second rows. But one 
of these men chanced to turn around and spotting her, cordially of- 
fered his hand and called to a couple of others in the front rows 
who greeted her warmly and insisted that she move forward to si( 
with them. I did not learn her significance, if any, but the absenca 
of self-consciousness on either side of the color line made a passing 
impression on me." 


There were a few Englishmen and Americans among the at- 


tendance. 
The general led off with a crack to the effect that this 


was not a packed press conference, which referred to charges that 
previous conferences of his had been packed with his fans. That 
would be in the tradition of the presidential press conferences in 
the White House, which have usually been political claques, what- 
ever the administration, but were absolutely shameless fakes during 
the Roosevelt administration which the press had no decent right 
to lend itself to.

Bubblehead Wallace's conference in the Bellevue-Stratford in Phila- 
delpiha when he became the candidate of our traitors in the Com- 
munist movement in 1948.

ALUMINUM FOIL CORRECT USE 


One of the large electric range manufacturers has conducted sev- 


eral types of tests in which aluminum foil was used in the oven fo 
both baking- and broiling. 


These baking tests showed that when the foil was placed on th 


baffle or floor of the oven, it did not seem to affect baking results on 
way or the other. However, the foil was placed carefully with the cen 
ter of the baffle cut out 
This also prevented melting and fusing o 


the foil to the baffle. 


When aluminum foil was placed around a pie plate it cut down 


on bottom browning; the same results occurred when foil was place- 
on the shelf below the pie.

Aluminum foil was also not 


satisfactory 
when used on the 


broiler rack because it increased 
smoking.

Eased on tests, it was found that 


aluminum foil can be used, if de- 
sired, to protect the reflector pan 
(directly under surface unit). The 
foil, however should fit the con- 
tour of the reflector pan and have 
a hole cut in the center. 


Freezing Whipped Cream 


You can dress up any food in 


hurry for dessert if you have 
bag of whipped cream in the fooc 


I freezer. 


Just whip heavy cream as de 


sired and drop by spoonfuls ont 
waxed paper. Sweeten the cream 
as you wish or not, as desired 
Make the mounds of cream 2 
inches in diameter and about 1' 
inches thick. Place these mound 
on a baking sheet and freeze unti 
firm in the freezer. 


Transfer the frozen mounds tc 


moisture-vapor proof containers in 
convenient numbers for serving 
Return them to the freezer fo 
storage. 


When ready to use, just place 


mounds on warm or cold cake o: 
pudding. Small mounds will thaw 
in 20-25 minutes at room tempera 
ture; large mounds will take 35-4! 
minutes. 
Work Together lor Homqr Safety 
Beginning Jan. 1, 1952, all fam 


ilies cooperating in the Lee county 
Home Bureau organization will be 
enrolled in the state-wide pro 
gram to keep their homes free of 
accident.

Emphasis in 1952 is going to be 


placed on prevention of burns in 
the home. Each year about ll.OOC 
Americans die needlessly in fire 
and more than twice that number 
are severely burned or disfigured 
for life. About 70 per cent of the 
deaths from fire involve women 
and children. 


Cooperation in the safe homes 


program will be measured at the 
end of the year, via a final report 
card. Awards will be given to the 
three counties who have done the 
most outstanding work in home 
safety. Honorable mention will be 
given to the next two rating coun- 
ties. 


But the greatest reward from 


cooperation in a safe homes pro- 
gram, will be the protection of 
each family mervber from disabling 
or fatal accidents. 


Research on Broccoli Cooking 
Tests with broccoli at the New 


York State Experiment Station 
suggest that the cook can suit her- 
self as to whether she boils the 
vegetable or cooks it at different 
pressures, provided she doesn't 
overcook it. 


The broccoli In the tests was 


equally good when plain boiled as 
when cooked at 5, 10 and 15 
pounds pressure. It also rated 
about the same in three important 
vitamins—ascorbic acid, thiamine 
and riboflavin. 


The Cornell tests showed that 


broccoli cooks to the "just tender" 
stage in 13% minutes of boiling; 
in seven minutes at five pounds 
pressure. Thus, it takes about 
twice as long to boil as to pressure 
broccoli—and the saving in time 


between pressures is insignificant

Kitchen Planning 


So many of my home visits re 


cently have been in regard to 
kitchen planning. 
If others are 


interested in help, may I suggest 
the Small Homes Council mate- 
rial available from this group at 
University of Illinois? 


The Small Homes Council has 


two bulletins entitled, "Kitchen 
Planning Standards" and "Cabinet 
Space for the Kitchen" which wil 
be a great help to those planning 
changes. 
A nominal charge oi 


10 cents each is made for the 
bulletin. 


Some general facts from these 


bulletins which have done a lot of 
research in the kitchen planning 
areas are: 


1. \Vindow area in a kitchen 


should be equal to 10 per cent of 
the floor area, 15 to 20 per cent 
in even better; at least one stretch 
of work counter should be directly 
lighted by a window. 


2. The 
recommended distance 


between 
cabinets or 
appliances 


opposite each other is four feet. 
This is often sufficient for two 
workers. 


3. The normal sequence of work 


is from right to left 
The mix center therefore is best 
at the right and is followed by 
sink, range and serve. This saves

4. Minimum of counter space re- 


quired near appliances are: 15 
inches beside the refrigerator to 
set out articles, 36 inches at right 
of sink bowl for stacking dishes.

jump the political fence to vote 
for him. 


"I don't mean I would vote for 


him on the Republican 
ticket," 


Douglas added. "But I still hope 
he will be the Democratic nomi- 
nee." 


Douglas did not come out di- 


rectly against another term for 
President Truman, who has made 
it clear the Illinois senator isn't 
one of his favorite people. 


Douglas did say "the power and 


the prestige of the presidency is 
so great that no sitting president 
who wishes 
to be renominated 


will, as a practical matter, be de- 
nied 
the nomination." Whether 


Mr. Truman intends to run again 
is still a secret.
